A N ATTACK on expanding federal government 


printing facilities was made last month before 


a Congressional committee, together with strong 





recommendations for a curtailment of government 





competition with private industry in the graphic 





arts. The statement was made by James R. Brackett, 





general manager of the Printing Industry of Amer- 





ica, before a House Sub-Committee on Government 





Operations. (Story, page 69.) 





Printing and lithography now being done by the 





Government Printing Oflice and by other govern- 





ment agencies is in the range of one to two million 





dollars per year, he said. 





The avowed policy of the Congressional Joint 





Committee on Printing is to prevent the expansion 





of facilities in the executive agencies, he pointed 





out, adding that without the interest of this commit- 





tee, government facilities would unquestionably 





have reached much larger proportions than is now 





the case. However, “a candid review of the course 





of government printing over the past several years 





will show a continued enlargement of printing faeil- 





ities.” 





“Our plea is that this trend be flatly stopped, and 





that policies be strongly enforced which will bring 





about the reduction of such facilities,” he urged. 





He urged that the Government Printing Office 





handle all government printing, either on its own 





facilities or by procurement from commercial facil- 





ities. In other words. the GPO should serve the 






numerous executive agencies so that they will have 





no reason to seek enlargement of their facilities 





or the establishment of new plants. 





An annual report showing how much printing is 





actually procured and produced by all government 
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agencies was urged, so that a factual approach can 


be made to the problem. Such figures are not now 
available. 

He expressed confidence that the policy of the 
Joint Committee and of the new Publie Printer 
will lead to continued reform, 

The lithographic industry has been well aware 
of this creeping American socialism since the days 
of World War IL. A few high-priced tax-supported 
plants were headed off in those days by industry 
protest, but of course many others were established 
and expanded, While part of this work requires the 
confidential handling, or extremely fast) service 
which can be supplied only in a government-con- 
trolled plant, probably the larger part of it can 
and should be done in commercial plants, rather 
than at taxpayers’ expense. 

It is refreshing to hear a strong voice raised 
against the idea that government should take such 
huge tax bites, and then turn around and use the 
money to set up facilities which compete with the 
private industry which pays the taxes. This trend 
in government at last is being reversed ino many 
cases. Let's work for its reversal in the graphic 


arts field. also. 


A DVERTISING EXPENDITURES this) yeas 
will continue at a high level and will show an 
average ten percent gain over the amount spent 
last vear in all media.

Durometer, used with a 75-78, Duro- 
meter hard blankets. (Opinion varies 
on blanket hardness.) 

Paper of almost every type and 
description can be used with the 
process. Newsprint has been used 
quite successfully even for 85 line 
halftones and printed at high speed. 


The lack of contact between plate 


and paper prevents abrasion of the 
printing surlace, and the absence 
of water eliminates greving up. sheet 
distortion or other failings. Fine 
lines and small sizes of type can be 
printed with amazing fidelity. even 
during long runs. Thus more ink, 
particularly on the latter type of job, 
can be carried than is customary, 
for there is no dilution of the ink by 
too much contact of the ink rollers 
against the dampened plate. thereby 
picking up too much moisture and 
transferring it to the ink fountain 
ll. What are the general advan 
tages and disadvantages? The two 
are somew hat evenly matched. as the 
following breakdown will show:

Methods of Separation 

The original copy may fall inte 
either of two categories. Either the 
picture is a positive reflection print. 
such as a Flexichrome, dye transfer.

Fundamentals of Color 
The fundamentals of color is a 
subject that has caused much con 
fusion in the printing field due to 
previously conceived notions of what 
colors are and how they behave. Each 
of us likes to think of himself as 
some sort of color expert. if no 
more than in the field of necktie se 
lection or living room wall panne.

afternoon.” chances are there would 
be some explaining necessary. Most 
everyone connected with advertising 
and printing misnames eyan and ma 
venta as blue and red. Of course. 
magenta ink looks quite red and cyan 
looks rather blue, but for accuracy, 
Red would be 


the result of printing magenta over 


use the right names. 


vellow: and blue. or what might be 


called purple, is the result of evan 


over magenta. 


We all 


know that when white 


light is passed through a glass prism 
it produces the spectrum which con 
tains all the colors in the rainbow 
The predominant colors are red, 
green and blue, which are termed 
the primaries 

White paper used in process print 
ing has similar properties. It repre 
sents red. green and blue light. Study 
the color wheel for a moment and 
see how the colors lie in relationship 
to each other before we proceed, 

Krom the wheel diagram it can 
be seen that each primary has as 
its complementary a combination of 
the other two primaries. In practice, 
the photographer's red separation 
image eventually reaches the press 
as cyan, the green separation as ma 
genta, and the blue prints yellow. 
Needless to say, the white separation 
prints black. 

When the printing ink hits the 
paper the ink acts as a filter and 
absorbs its opposite primary. For ex- 
ample; to make green, the cyan is 
printed over the yellow. From. the 
light reflected from the white paper 
(RGB) we filter out the blue (witli 
vellow ink) and also the red (with 
cyan ink) and green remains for 
the eye to see. Strangely, we really 
don't make green directly with these 
two inks, we indirectly use them to 
filter out unwanted colors from white 
paper which already contains green. 

To sum up; Red, Green, Blue are 
the primary colors of light (filters). 
Yellow are the

NUE subject of Industrial Rela- 
‘| tions is indeed timely. not only 
because of the many industrial 
relations problems which this indus- 
try has faced during the past seven 
years, but also by reason of the ever 
increasing need to bring into sharper 
focus like problems currently con 
fronting lithographic management. 
From another point of view the sub 
ject is a challenging one because of 
an apparent need for exploring ways 
and means which, if put to the test. 
might well be the solution to at least 
some. if not all of these problems 
Specifically, what are these prob 
lems and how may they be deter 
mined. For the purpose of this pres- 
entation and in answer to these ques 
tions, | submit the following for 
your consideration 
1. bach of the several union pro 
posals and settlements reached 
as a result of contract nego 
trations: 
\ critical analysis, section by 
section, of contract language 
incorporated into the major 
ity of collective bargaining 
agreements in our industry: 
There are those problems 
which arise out of day to day 
employee-employer relations: 


Phere are those problems 
which arise out of the inter- 
pretation or misinterpretation 
in the administration of col- 
lective bargaining agreements. 
Those problems which arise 
out of national and state la- 
bor legislation and the admin- 


istration thereof: and. 


6 Those problems which arise 
out of the broad national la- 
bor movement. 

\ brief reference to each of these 
six basic sources out of which = in- 
dustrial relations problems arise is 
in order. As to the first of these. a 
composite listing of union proposals 
submitted to employer representa- 
lives in some SL cities during the 
latter half of 1952 and the first: six 
months of 1953 total 18 in number. 
Phese proposals are as follows: 

I. Across-the-board increases 
ranging from a low of l0e@ to 
a high of 35¢ per hour. In 
some areas proposals were 
made on the basis of upward 
modification of rates by job 
classifications ranging from 
20¢ to dhe per hour. 
Reduction in the number of 
hours in the standard work 
week from 3614 to 35 hours 

in eight of thirty-one cities. 
Phat cents per hour increases 
previously won through BLS 
Index fluctuations be made a 
part of basic minimum scales, 
and the continuation of those 
provisions for cost-of-living 
adjustments under which these 
increases were made, 
Automatic annual “productiv- 
ity” inereases ranging — in 
amounts from 3 to 6 percent 
An increase in’ previous es- 
tablished vacation benefits. 
An increase in the number of 
paid holidays. 

Upward adjustment in- pre-

An increase in employer con- 
tributions to finance health 
and welfare benefits ranging 
from 30 to 70 cents per week 
per employee. 
Job reclassification studies by 
joint committee, 
An increase in the comple- 
ment of help. particularly on 
large multi-color presses. 
The elimination of alleged 
rate inequities within — the 
wave scale. 
Payroll deduction of union 
dues. 
Pay for jury duty. 
Two check system for the pay- 
ment of wages: and. 
\ series of miscellaneous pro- 
posals providing for change 
in contract provisions govern- 
ing share-the-work. lay-offs, 
apprentice ratios, personal 
wash-up time, ete. 

Before discussing the several set- 
tlements reached during the period 
mentioned above. I should like to 
refer briefly to certain circumstances 
of an economic nature under which 
these proposals were made. From the 
evidence available. they were made 
in a period in which employers were 
faced with increased costs in operat- 
ing supplies, a very decided strain 


on working capital and shrunken 
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profit margins. It was a period of 
sharper competition with resistance 
on the part of customers to accept 
price advances to cover increased 
costs. Also during this period there 
Was. in general a decided reduction 


of back-loes:

Of the 
five contracts negotiated on a two- 
vear basis. total wage increases to 
he made effective at) certain spect- 
hed step intervals over the two-vear 
period ranged from 16 cents to 22 
cents per hour. In some instances 
hourly rates for certain job classifi 
cations were adjusted upward in 
varving amounts in excess of these 
general wave Increases. 

Previously negotiated cost-of-living 
adjustment) provisions were contin 
ued. and in each instance a new base 
date with a corresponding BLS Index 
figure was established: and increases 
previously won under these cost-of- 
living provisions were added to the 
new minimum wage scale. 

hight of the 31 areas covered in 
this report negotiated additional va- 
cation benefits. Thus. the 3rd week 
of vacation has now become the pre- 
vailing industry practice with a qual- 
ifving period ranging from one to 
15 vears of service. 

Increased holidays. and increased 
premium pay for holidays when 
worked. continued to be dominant 
bargaining issues. Four areas nego 
tiated one additional paid holiday 
when not worked — one area granting 
Klection Day one the day before 
Christmas and two areas Good Fri 
day.

1946 when the reduction in the num 
her of hours in the regular work week 
was first imposed on the lithographic 
industry in New York, the 361, hour 
work week gradually was to become 
standard practice. While during the 
past two years there have been pro 
posals made for a further reduction 
below 361, hours pressures were 
negligible. During the first half of 
1953. however, proposals for a fur- 
ther shortening of the work week con 
tinued and in Chicago. the issue he 
ing dominant, was backed up with 
applied pressures eCOnOTbe and 
otherwise. As a result, the settlement 
reached calls for a 35-hour) work 
week to become effective January 1, 
1955. Similarly, the settlement in 
Kansas City calls for a 35-hour work 
week to become effective April 1. 
1955. In Providence, Rhode Island, 
one employer negotiated a 35-hour 
work week to become effective April 
(0. 1955, providing that Boston and 


New York

impact of these concessions on. the 
lithographic industry is obvious. 
Detailed review and analysis of 
the majority. of contractual union 
employer agreements are indeed re- 
vealing in appraising and = compre- 
hending today’s industrial relations 
problems in our industry, By way 
of illustration, many contracts con 
tain unilaterally and arbitrarily de 
termined language designed to. cit 
cumvent or nullify certain provisions 
of the Labor-Management Relations 
Act of 1947, such as the prohibition 
avainst secondary boycotts. rights of 
employers with respect to the hiring 
of help. the administration of health 
and welfare plans, ete, Review and 
analysis also shows that there are re 
strictions with respect to overtime, 
upgrading, transfer, lay-off and ter 
inination of employment. Also, there 
are restrictions with respect to the 
selection, hiring and training of ap 
prentices, And, finally there are some 
instances in) which management re 
sponsibilities have been bargained 


away.

FN OUR additional mobile printing 
} plants. which include the new 
ATE web offset press capable 
of printing a million leaflets in 24 
hours. are being delivered to the 
Department of Defense by American 
Type Founders. First of the new 
printing units is already in use. When 
it was delivered last fall. Frank Pace. 
Jr.. then Secretary of the Army. 
characterized it as “the latest develop- 
ment in psychological warfare.” 
These 


printing plants can be flown direct 


completely — self - contained 


to any point, hauled by truck tractors. 
and put into immediate use. They 
consist of two ten-ton trailer vans 
One contains complete editorial and 
copy preparation equipment. — the 
other, a printing trailer. houses the 
specially designed ATF web-fed off- 
set press. Both are equipped with 
automatic thermostatic controls for 
heat and humidity so that operations 
can be carried on efhciently at tem- 
peratures as low as 40 below zero 
Fahrenheit.

In the editorial trailer 
in charge directs writing of copy and 
setting of type. He is assisted by three 
script writers. two artists and two 
Vari-typer operators. Through a cod 
ing device, it is possible for writers

Besides the ATF press. the printing 
trailer houses an overhead camera, 
darkroom, vacuum printing frame 
and all the other equipment needed 
for making offset plates.

The press will print three or more

should not be misconstrued as mean- 


may stretch the 
misregister in color work, 
ing that a heavy film of ink is recom- 
mended. The ink film thickness gauge 
now on the market shows that a film 
thickness of from two to four tenths 
of a thousandth of an inch on the 
rollers of the press will be sufficient 
to prevent the sheets from. sticking 
to the blanket. Further, a film of this 
thickness is not heavy enough to 
cause offsetting in the pile.

plate [ know of no way it can be 
done except: by estimate. Since the 
best printing is accomplished with the 
minimum of water. it would be best 
to start at that point and increase the 
supply gradually until the coated 
paper is released from the blanket 
properly. This is based on the as- 


sumption that the sheets are sticking 


to the blanket in the non-image area 

The first thing to be determined is 
where the paper is actually sticking. 
If it is in the image area then the 
ink itself, providing the film. thick- 
ness is right, should be reduced in 
tack. If, on the other hand, the paper 
is sticking or tearing in the non- 
image area, then it is a static condi- 
tion unless there is an excess of pres- 
sure between the blanket and = im- 
pression cylinder. 

It has been proved that with the 
elimination of static, coated paper 
can be run with the same consistency 
of ink as that used on offset: paper. 
It is also a fact that if the relative 
humidity of the area around the press 
is 55° the coated paper will not 
stick to the blanket.

were experienced in running coated 


years ago pressmen who 


paper would always put extra water 
into the dampers when. starting to 
run, otherwise the first sheet would 
stick to the blanket. Since this would 
render the starting sheets too light in 
color and very uneven. they tried 
soaking rags in hot water and laying 
the wet rags around the press and as 
close to the blanket as possible. This 
did the trick as long as the rags were 
wet enough to allow suflicient evapo-

By Frank 
Preucil, Chicago Roto print Co. In this 
paper, Mr. Preucil stressed the fact 
that a wide gap exists between ideal 
and commercial conditions in color 
printing, whether by letterpress, grav- 
ure. or offset. The colors of inks print- 
ed by the three processes, under wet 
and dry printing conditions, and on 
Various paper surfaces, were studied, 
Results indicate that factors hitherto 
neglected should be taken into ac 
count in color correction by photo 
vraphie masking or by seanning. 

Color purity, gray balance, and 
quantity of ink transferred to paper 


affect the color quality of the finished 













prints. Hue of the printed ink varies 
with its thickness. Film thickness var- 
ies widely with paper stock and other 
conditions. The amount of ink print- 
ed over a previous color, particularly 
when wet, is often far different from 
that transferred to unprinted paper. 
Kither under-trapping or over-trap- 
ping may occur. In high speed wet 
printing, failure of additivity some- 
times is as serious as hue errors. 
Proper color correction for the dif- 
ferent conditions will require, in some 
cases, greater correction in the shad- 
ows than in the highlights; in other 
cases, less. Mr. Preucil felt that ink- 
paper research should be undertaken 
to remove or lessen these handicaps. 
If successful, color correction would 
hecome more certain and color qual- 
ity would be improved 
PRESENSITIZED OFFSET 
PLATES. By F. E. Brinnick, S. D. 
Warren Co. This paper reviewed the 
advantages and disadvantages, per- 
formance, handling problems, and fu- 
ture potentialities of presensitized 
offset plates.

Dry offset was the subject at the last 
meeting of the Litho Club of New York 
(and of a two-part article, ML June-July). 
Dry offset plates were made years ago, 
but the market was not ready to use the 
plates. Technical difficulties of hardening 
the banked powder were the most impor- 
tant problems. I developed a simplified 
process to produce plates for dry litho 
or offset printing. Research developments 
aimed at use of the dry method were fin- 
ished vears ago. 

In 1914 we introduced in the Photo 
Engravers convention several new proe- 
esses and devices. We made high etched 
plates as far back as 1904 to be printed 
in the flat bed press. Plates were made 
with ink top, up to 30 x 36”. Etching was 
done in a tray. For every succeeding bite 
the plate was rolled up with a soft ink....

On 
occasion it is so heavy it cannot even 
be removed trom the can, This con- 
dition when it occurs is called liver- 
ing, and can be caused by storing 
the ink in a place where the tem- 
perature is loo high. lo the chemist 
this livering condition is the result 
ol reaction taking place between 
acid and acid sensitive components 
in the formulation. 

All ink vehicles are essentially acid 
in nature. Certain pigments that are 
used in inks may be sensitive to the 
acid vehicle. Ordinarily in making 
an ink the formulator would avoid 
a combination of materials that are 
reactive. However, there are times 
when he has no choice, and in order 
to match a particular color he must, 
against his better judgment, combine 
materials that may be reactive to 
some degree. In a combination such 
as that there is a potential set up 
for livering in the can. In normal 
circumstances this reaction is a slow 
one and there are not many instances 
in normal storage where it) would 
progress to the point where it would 
cause trouble. However, the reaction 
can be speeded up if the ink is 
stored in a location where tempera 
tures are elevated.

High temperatures dur 
ing storage or excessiVely long peri 
ods of storage can bring about the 
reaction that will cause the drier to 
dissipate to the point where film

Another thing to remember in con 
nection with storing ink is to try 
always to put your fresh ink to the 
back of the shelf and bring your 
older ink forward. thereby cutting 
down the risk of having a can ot 
two of ink hidden out of sight for 
loo long a period of time. Stull an 
other thing to remember is that: ink 
will have a false body when it: is 
chilled. This, of course, usually hap 
pens during shipment in the winter 
some cases when the

This in- 
cludes $55 million worth produced 
(1952) by the Government Printing 
Office. plus an undetermined amount 
of printing produced on facilities 
owned and operated by various exee- 
utive agencies. This is exclusive of 
printing procured from commercial 
sources by the GPO and executive 
avene ies, 

Because the government does not 
now collect and publish regular data 
on the extent of its printing opera- 
tion. Mr. Brackett suggested that the 
annual 


committee “recommend the 


publication of data which will give 
authoritative figures so that the Con- 
eress at all times may be able to cive 
adequate review and a year-to-year 
comparison on a factual basis.”
